General Hull would like to be br iefed on the plmming jystem 
for current operations. I believe that the I lopcratlcm could 

serve at a basia for this, but would also suggest ttmt one or two other 
operations of a non-crisis nature be uaed as illustrations. You will 
recall Uiat in my write-up of the meeting of the President's Board 
Qwneral Hull had also indicated that he did not feel that the military 
commanders were brought in fully enough on current operations, and 
ewsaequen&y were not always able to place their fall assets at the 
^sposal of the agency. 
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3. WouH you Mk the appropriate people to be prepared for 
the above briefing, which can be tentatively set for the 21st.
